FIRST REAL TEST 
OF THE PRIMARY 
LAW. 


Tho first real test ot the Uniform 


Primary law will be made today. The 
Winter Primary evoked hut little in- 
terest, and the results did not justify a 
positive judgment of the workings and 
the. wisdom ot the law. 
They indi- 


cated some minor defects that the Into 
Legislature bhouid have remedied, but 
the amendments proposed by the Har- 
risburg statesmen were such as would 
have made the law worse instead of 
better. We have reason, perhaps, to 
congratulate ourselves on the fact that 
the law remains unchanged to us /or 
good or ill. 


Tho chief end and aim of the act 


Is to place the nomination of candi- 
dates -wholly yrithln tho power of tho 
people without room for interference 
by politicians by manipulation 
or 


fraud. 
Under 
tho 
delegate system 


nominations were too frequently made 
by the politicians and not by the peo- 
ple. 
Under the new law, the nomina- 


tions will be made by the people and 
not by the politicians. 
The people 


may still be iod by the politicians, but 
they cannot be driven. 
The -secret 


and nncoerced ballot is final. Its ver- 
dict cannot be set aside by subsequent 
manipulation. 


The only serious objections to tho 


law is that it will 
permit minority 


nominations tc be made, but that fre- 
quently happens iindor any system 
that can be devised. 


Unfortunately there is a lamentable 


but unavoidable Ignorance of the new 
primary law, for tho reason that Penn- 
sylvania provides no means for the 
publication of its laws. Tho newspa- 
pers have striven earnestly and unfail- 
ingly to remedy this defect as far as 
possible for them to do, and to this end 
they have heen especially assiduous 
in explaining

primary law.
